arrested early today. His mother 
is on her way to her country home 
at Cresson from New York.

Kelsea told Thaw’s driver 
who his fare was and then hunted up a 
Constable, who arrested Thaw as a 
fugitive from justice and took him to 
Coaticook. 

Hermenegilde-Garford is a small vil- 
liage two miles south of this place and 
Thaw was brought here. Though he had 
already admitted his identity to Sheriff 
Kelsea, he at first denied that he was 
the man who escaped from Matteawan. 
Later he freely admitted the facts of 
which the police were already con- 
vinced. 

He said, however, that he would fight 
any effort to extradite him and retained 
Attorney J. Shirtliff of this place to look 
after his interests. Shirtliff had a long 
conference with his client before he was 
arraigned at Sherbrooke this afternoon. 
Thaw will probably be taken from Sher- 
brooke to Montreal. 


Lawyer Seals Thaw’s Lips. 
The prisoner has dark brown hair, 


streaked with gray, and dark, staring 
eyes. His figure is erect. These are 
marked characteristics of Harry Thaw. 

He was silent after hé had seen coun- 
sel and nothing was learned by the po- 
lice of his flight up to the time that 
Sheriff Kelsea recognized him on a 
Maine Central train that was taking him 
from Northern New Hampshire into 
Canada. Had he not made inquiries of 
the Sheriff regarding the country 
through which he was passing he prob- 
ably would have been in Quebec this 
afternoon and possibly aboard a steamer 
sailing for England without having had 
his identity suspected. The fugitive and 
his two friends attracted no attention 
throughout the long day’s ride from 


Portland. They occupied seats in the 


smoking car and kept by themselves 
until Thaw, inquiring of a stranger the 
location of the county seat, was directed 
to Sheriff Kelsea for an answer. 

Hector Verret, King’s counsel of Coati- 
cook, is acting for Sheriff Kelsea, who 
is the actual complainant in the case. 
Kelsea, charged that Thaw was a fugi- 
tive from justice and demanded that he 
be held for the United States authori- 
ties. 

The police, immediately after Thaw's 
arrival here, about 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing, sent a message to Supt. Kieb of 
the Matteawan hospital, notifying him 
of the arrest and giving a description of 
the prisoner. The Superintendent re- 
piled, asking that the man be held.

Widespread damage by lightning to 
homes and places of business resulted 
from Tuesday’s storm, which began in 
the West End and the western suburbs, 
about 11 a. m., and moved eastward un- 
til the whole city had undergone a tor- 
rential downpour, attended by semi- 
darkness.

POLICEMAN KILLED 
BY COLLISON OF 
AUTO AND HORSE 


Martin Kilroy Hurled 25 Feet 
After Accident on King’s 
Highway Viaduct. 


Mounted Policeman Martin Kllrey 
of 1223 Kraft avenue, father of four 
children, died at the city hospital at 
5:30 o’clock this morning from in- 
juries suffered at 9:50 p. m. Monday, 
when his horse was struck and 
knocked down on the King’s highway 
viaduct over Mill Creek Valley by 
an automobile driven by Paul J. 
McNamara of 4265 Castleman ave- 
nue. He is special agent for the 
Charles L. Crane Insurance Agency. 
McNamara, who is held for the cor- 
oner, told the. police he lost his head 
when he saw Kilroy and two other 
mounted policemen in front of his ma- 
chine and that he did not attempt. to 
check his car or to swerve to one side, 
80 as to avoid à collision. 

Policemen Riding North. 

Kilroy and Mounted Policeman John 
E. Riley and Frank E. Lockman were 
riding north on the King’s highway 
bridge, They were abreast on the east 
side of the roadway. 
Near the middle of the bridge they 
saw the tail lights of an automobile, 
which had “gone dead.“ The machine 
blocked the northbound roadway and 
made it necessary for the policemen to 
turn to the left to ride around it. 

As they turned to the left they heard 

the noise of an automobile approach- 
ing behind. This‘ was McNamara’s ma- 
chine. 
Policeman Lockman, who formerly was 
on the motor cycle squad, sas the auto- 
mobile was running at least 30 miles 
an hour. 

Kilroy Hurled 2 Feet. 

Of the three mounted men Kilroy was 
on the inside, nearest to the bridge rail- 
ing. When Lockman heard the auto- 
mobile he shouted a warning to his 
companions. He and Riley spurred their 
horses across the bridge to the left side. 
Kilroy attempted to do the same, but 
the distance was too great. 

MoNamara’s automobile struck the 
horse, knocked it down and rolled it 
over. Lockman and Riley said that: 
Kilroy was hurled about W feet, alight- 
ing on his head. 

After running about fifty feet McNam- 
ara stopped his automobile. Lockman 
arrested him and Columbus Hudson of 
108 Tower Grove avenue, a bartender, 
who was with him. Hudson later was 
released. 

Kilroy was taken to the city hospital 
by R. F. Herold of 23233 South Compton 
avenue, who passed in his automobile 
soon after the accident. 

Skull Was Fractured. 

At the hospital it was found Kilroy’s 
skull was fractured at the base and 
that there was no chance for his re- 
covery. Mrs. Kilroy was notified. She 
hurried to the city hospital and remained 
at her husband's bedside for severa) 
hours.

LONDON, Aug. 1$.—In his annual ad- 
dress today as president or the British 
Institute of Journalists, Robert Donald, 
the managing editor of the Daily Chron- 


icle, said: 

“The half penny newspaper, with its 
new method of catering to readers, is 
responsible to a large degree for the vast 
change which has taken place.in the 
morning journals. The ‘rivalry between 
the half-penny newspapers for circula- 
tion is fierce and is likely to grow ein in- 
tensity, but from the point of view of the 
reading public, the new journalism is 
preferable to the old. 

The newspaper of the future will not 
contain less reading matter, but the 
pages will be smaller, the methods of 
distribution will be quicker and their 
circulation will cover greater areas. Air- 
ships and aeroplanes will be used for the 
most distant centers, electric trains and 
motor planes running on special tracks 
will be utilized. | | 

The morning and the evening news- 
papers will be merged. Editions will 
come out every hour of the day ahd 

“The news will be collected by wireless 
telephones and a reporter will always 
have a portable telephone with him 
with which | to ‘communicate with his 
paper without the trouble of going to 
ths office or writing a message. 

The open competitor of the news- 
paper will be the cinematograph and 
graphophone. People may become too 
lazy to ‘read and the news will be 
laid to the house like gas or water.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. 
T is understood here that 
the, three proposals to 
Huerta, transmitted te 


him through John Lind, were: 

1. That Huerta announce 
that he will not be a candidate 
in the election which he prom- 
ised shall be held Oct. 25. This 
would be equivalent to Huerta 
making the declaration that he 
was provisional President of 
Mexico only, just as the United 
States and Great Britain recog- 
nize him. He has declared that 
he is the constitutional Presi- 
dent and pointed to the action 
of the General Assembly of 
Mexico in voting him President 
following the assassination of 
President Madero and Vice- 
President Suarez. 

2. That Huerta resign and 
designate someone in Mexico 
friendly to both himself and 
the constitutionalists as provi- 
sional President: Such action 
would give Huerta the right to 
enter the elections as a can- 
didate for the presidency. 

3. Huerta agree to stop fight- 
ing at once and hold elections 
and abide by the results there- 
of. In this event, the United 
States would extend formal 
recognition to the successful 
candidate whether it be Huerta 
or some other Mexican. 

Contrary to reports, the pro- 
posals did not carry a threat. 
that if Huerta did not acquies- 
ce, the United States would 
lift the embargo against the in- 
surgents obtaining arms and 
ammunition in the United 
States without restriction. This 
feature has not been presented 
to Huerta. It is, however, be- 
ing seriously considered by the 
President, Secretary of State 
and Senator Bacon, chairman 
of the Senate.

ob DEAD OR HURT 
IN EXPLOSION AT 
GITY OF MEXICO

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 19.—An explosion 


on a gondola loaded with dynamite on 
the tracks of a street car company in a 
thickly settled portion of Tacubaya, a 


suburb of the capital, killed or injured 
more than 100 persons, chiefly woman 
and children, early this morning. 

Thirty bodies already have been taken 
from the ruins of the houses. Scores of 
wounded are lying in the streets. 

The heavy detonation was felt in the 
capital. 

The disaster is said to have been 
caused by a car loaded with iron pips 
crashing into the dynamite car. For 

a radius of 500 feet from the scene of 
5 explosion not a house was left in- 
tact and not a vestige of many build- 
ings remained. Most of the dwellings 
were of adobe construction and those 
nearest to where the car stood were 
converted into heaps of clay and dust, 
under which it is estimated scores of 
victims will be found.

BACON PRAISES 
WILSON’S STAND 


\ 
| WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Senator 
Bacon made this statement on the Mex- 
ican situation: 

“Whatever the result of the present 
negotiations, the American people will 
be conscious of the fact that the Pres- 
ident has done his full duty in trying 
to bring about a satisfactory solution 
of the trouble in Mexico. Foreign gov- 
ernments will realize also that the 
United States has shown its friendly in- 
tentions toward a neighboring republic. 

“I am particularly gratified to know 
and to have the public realize the ear- 
nestness with which Republican Sena- 
tors, with a very few exceptions, have 
upheld the hands of the President, and 
it is through a continuation of such co- 

opere that we will be able to carry 
out our foreign. policy in the Mexican 
situation. Fortunately, there has been 
no disposition to draw party lines, Re- 
publicans being just as zealous as the 
Democrats, striving earnestly to handle 
the question on a broad, patriotic basis. 

Speeches by Republican Senators 
have born testimony.to this fact and 
the utterances of Democrats on the 
floor of the Senate have at no timo 
shown partisanship. The President’s 
recent conference with the entire Jen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations re- 
sulted in a strong feeling of co-opera- 
tion, which we hope will continue. He 
is conferring daily with Senators, re-

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Assessor Schramm 18 Looking 
Up Those Renting Property 
Like V. M. C. A. 


Following the decision Monday by 


Christian Association must pay taxes 
on its property in St. Louis because it 
rents portions of its buildings for busi- 
ness purposes, Assessor Schramm said 
Tuesday he is going over the records 
to find if other similar institutions 
are deriving an income from rentals of 
theif property. He said he will make 
assessments against such institutions if 
this condition is found to exist. 

Collector Koeln said that ne has sev- 
eral tax bills against religious and edu- 
cational institutions against which as- 
sessments were made by former Asses 
sor Brinkop, and that he probably will 
file suits to collect them if payment L 
refused. 

One tax bill, he said, is against the 
Tower Grove Turnverein, Grand avenue 
and Juniata street. He has been re- 
strained from collecting the tax by an 
injunctſon. He is infgrmed, he said, that 
the ground floor of the building is rent- 
ed out for stores, 

Bills Against Turning Societies. 

Koeln said he has fax bills against 
several turning societies and institutions, 
which derive a revenue from grenting 
parts of their property to social clubs. 

The law provides that property used 
for religious, educational and charita- 
ble purposes is exempt from taxetion. 
Judge Grimm held that this law means 
that the property must be used exclu- 
sively for religious, educational or 
charitable purposes, and that by rent- 
ing out a part of the property the en- 
tire holdings becomes taxable. 

Assessor Schramm said that he will 
ask City Counselor Baird, on his re- 
turn from Europe, for an opinion 
whether the property held by Washing- 
ton University is exempt from taxes 
under the ruling of Judge Grimm. He 
said that in his- opinion fhe Washing- 
ton University properties are cxempt. 
becatise the institution is operated 
under a special charter granied by the 
Legislature . of Missouri specifically 
exempting its property. 

Would Total 896,000 Yearly. 

This charter was granted in the 60's, 
and the institution is empowered to 
own property for private purposes, and 
is given sweeping power concerning the 
control of its holdings. It differs, in 
that respect, from the T. M. C. A. and 
similar institutions which are operated 
under the general law exempting the 
property used exclusively for religious, 
educational and charitable purposes. 

The taxes of Washington University, 
if assessed, would amount to about $96,- 
000 a year, based on an estimated value 
of its holdings at $4,353,550, including the 
Cupples block. 

The question of exemption of Washing- 
ton University property was tested years 
ago, and the Supreme Court of Missouri 
held that the institution must pay taxes 
on its holdings.

Tried to Repeal Charter, 

The special charter was granted to the 
Eliot Seminary, which later became 
Washington University. The Missouri 
Legislature, several years after it was 
granted, attempted to repeal the char- 
ter. A suit involving the payment of 
taxes and the validity of the charter 
followed, 

In its opinion the Missouri Supreme 
Court said that the special charter was 
of “unysual and marked peculiarity.”’ 
In speaking of the powers granted the 
court said: 

„There is no limit to the duration of 
the franchise, or what amount of prop- 
erty it can hold. It stipulates to do 
nothing, and gives no ‘consideratien for 
the extraordinary privileges granted 
it. 

“The purpose was to establish an in- 
stitution of learning, but there is noth- 
ing to prevent the corporation from ac- 
cumulating millions of wealth.” 

The Cupples Block and various other 
properties, now held in the 53 parcels 
of land in its control, were acquired 
after this decision of the Missouri court. 

In reversing the decision of the Mis- 
sourl judges, the United States Supreme 
Court decided that the special charter 
was a contract between the institution 
and the State, and that it was an ir- 
revocable act. It held that the attempt- 
ed repeal of the charter was void, and 
stated that the property the institution 
then owned or might in the future ac- 
quire was exempt from taxation.

After being taken away by an older 
brother, escaping from his abductor and 
walking more than seven miles in the 
dark, Robert Risner, 8 years old, re- 
turned to his home in Luxemburg, St. 
Louis County, late Monday afternoon, 
while his mother, Mrs. Harriet Risner, 
was searching for him in St. Louis. 

The boy arrived in Luxemburg early 
Sunday, but remained in hiding at the 
home of a playmate, William Klein of 
9441 Rembold avenue. He feared that if 
he went home he would be whipped for 
being kidnaped. 

Robert disappeared from his home Sat- 
urday afternoon. His mother told the 
police she suspected he had been carried 
away by her divorced husband, Henry 
Clay Risner, a minister of Knoxville. 
Tenn., or by her son, Emzy. 19 years old, 
who has been with his father since the 
divorce. 

Brother Offered Him 816. 

Robert cleared the mystery when he 
returned home. Hg said that when 
playing near the end the Broadway 
street car line Saturday afternoon he 

was approached by his brother, Emzy, 
who, he said, asked him if he would not 
like to see his father. The boy. says 
Emzy offered him $16 if he would get 
on a Broadway car with him. He at 
first refused, but finally consented to go. 

Robert said that after boarding the 
car he decided he would rather remain 
with his mother. Then he planned his 
escape. He- knew that his brother was 
a stranger in St. Louis and that it was 
probable that he did not know the 
street cars here had exit doors on the 
front platform. 

He obtained his brother’s permis- 
sion to ride on the sand box near the 
motorman. When the car reached 
Broadway he said to the motorman: 
“This is where I get. off.” The 
motorman ‘opened the door and the 
boy stepped to the street before his 
brother knew what was happening. 

Robert had not collected the prom- 
ised $16 and.he had no carfare. It 
was already dark. He walked back 
to Luxemburg, arriving there about 
1 a. m.

Flat River Crowd After tae

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The Business Men’s Protetive Asso- 
ciation of East St. Louis has de- 
| termined to fight Mayor Chamber- 
Un's order that all retail stores must 
close on Sundays, although saloons 
are to be permitted to do business. 

They have subseribed to a fund to 
fight test cases through all the 
courts. They declare the Mayor is 
in an indefensible attitude. As they 
look at it the matter resolves itself 
simply to this: 

“If you run a shoe store on Sun- 
day, which the law forbids you to do, 
you will be arrested and fined. If 
you run a liuqor store on Sunday, 
which the law also forbids you to 
do, you will get a pat on the back 
and assurances you are contributing 
to the city’s prosperity.” 

Won’t Discuss Saloon Question. 

Mayor Chamberlin’s position is that 75 
per eent of the business men of the city 
wish the retail stores closed on Sunday 
and therefore will see that they are 
closed. He was asked if he would close 
all the saloons if 75 per cent wf the re- 
tail liquor men asked him to. 

“I would rather not discuss that,” 
Mayor answered. 

At a meeting last week the Protective 
Association voted that if all the courts 
decided they must close on Sunday, they 
would immediately gather evidence 
against all saloon keepers who do busi- 
ness on Sunday and foree prusecutions. 

As outlined by speakers at this meet- 
ing their attitude is that they do not 
mind closing up on Sunday if the sa- 
loons also close. But the saloons each 
Sunday draw upward of $50,000 from St. 
Louis, they believe, and the small mer- 
merchants think théy ought also to be 
allowed a chance at this money. 

Big Dealers Favor Closing, 

The Mayor Monday instructed the po- 
lice to arrest ail retailers who open their 
places next Sunday to be arrested, it 
being understood that saloon keepers are 
to be excepted. Hotel men, restaurant 
men, etc., are exempt under the law. 

The order followed a conference be- 
tween the Mayor and a committee of the 
Retail Merchants’ Association. This as- 
sociation, which includes the big mer- 
chants of the city, favors Sunday clos- 
ing, as does an organization of the re- 
tail clerks of the city.

Oct. 14, 1896, when 7 years old, Bros- 
seau left home to meet his father at the 
edge of the village. That was the last 
seen of the boy in Sissonville. 

About a week ago a young man de- 
serted from a band of gypsies in the Ca- 
nadian wilds and took refuge with the 
Monks of Oka, whose isolated monastery 
is # miles from Montreal. He could re- 
member nothing of his history previous 
to becoming a member of the band ex- 
cept that he had been called Fred and 
that his former home was in New York. 
The presence of the wanderer was re- 
ported by the Monks to the Montreal 
police, and an aunt of the young man 
recognized his. picture in a newspaper. 
The parents went to Montreal, where 
they positively identified Brosseau by a 
birthmark. He is detained as a wit- 
ness against some of the gypsies, who 
are under arrest, charged with kid- 
naping.

Mayor Chamberlin ‘Puts One 
Over’ on the Members. of the 
East St. Louis Council. 


A suit against former Treasurer E. 
Fred Gerold of East St. Louis and his 
bondsmen to collect $10,261.28, alleged to 
have been retained by him in excess 


of his legal commissions in collecting 
the taxes of 19123, was filed, Tuesday 
morning, in the Cirouit Court at Belle- 
ville. 

The East St. Louis City Council a 
week ago directed Corporation Counsel 
Baxter to bring the suit, and the fact 
that it had not been filed was. disclosed, 
Monday afternoon, when the aldermen 
made efforts to pass an ordinance 
authorizing a settlement of the suit on 
a basis of 2 per cent of the amount 
sued for. 

Mayor Chamberlin, who presided at 
the Council meeting, told the members 
that a lawsuit cannot well be settled 
until it is brought, and declared a mo- 
tion to pass the ordinance out of order. 
When the members appealed from his 
decision and tried to pass the ordinance, 
he adroitly worded the motion so that 
the aldermen voted to sustain his rul- 
ing, under the impression they were 
voting against it. 

The ordinance authorized settlement 
with Gerold for $362.%, being 20 per 
cent of the amount he is alleged to have 

retained, over the legal salary of $1500 
allowed him for collecting the taxes of 
1912. Alderman Gavin moved that the 
ordinance be adopted, and it was second- 
ed by Alderman Dewling. 

The Mayor sent for Baxter and asked 
alm if suits against Gerold to recover 
$10.261.2% had been filed. He said they 
had not. 

In putting the vote om appeal the 
Mayor told the aldermen they were vot- 
ing on the appeal,” then quietly ad- 
ded, to sustain the Mayor’s. ruling“ 
and told City Clerk Griffin to call the 
roll. The vote was ll ayes and one nay. 
Chamberlin said the motion was carried 
and that hie ruling had been sustained. 

“You Put One Over on Us.” 

Gavin jumped up to argue the ques- 
tion, but when he found what had hap- 
.| pened he merely said‘ Mr. Mayor, you 
put one over on us that time.“ 

The ordinance WIll come up for consid- 

eration at the next meeting of the Coun- 
oll. 

Chamberiain said after the meeting 
that he has no objection to settling the 
matter if the Couneil votes for the set- 
tlement. He would not say whether he 
opposed settlement on the ⁰ per cent 
basis. 

Fekete’s Statement. 

City Attorney Fekete said after the 
Council meeting that he had been re- 
quested by Baxter to aid in prosecuting 
the Gerold suits, and that he had re- 
ceived information that the suits were 
to be of a “‘friendly’’ nature, in which 
the city officials dii not expect to collect 
the amount due the city, but to get a 
settiement and allow the tangled condi- 
tion to be forgotten. 

He stated that if he becomes convinced 
of the “friendliness’’ of the suits, he 
will refuse. to aid in the case and that if 
the City Council adopts the proposed 
settlement ordinance he will have noth- 
ing to do with the Gerold suits.

Harry Thaw was acquitted of the murder of 
Stanford White, but was adjudged insane by the 
jury. He is therefore merely a lunatic at large 
under the law of New York and lunacy is not an 
extraditable offense. Perhaps his lunacy might 
be the subject of an inquiry in another state. 
New York ought to be glad to be rid of a 
lunatic of the Thaw type. He is an ingenious, ir- 
responsible and troublesome “lunatic.” He has 
employed a large part of the time of courts and 
State officials inquiring into his lunacy since his 
incarceration. Men have become famous and in- 
famous through connection ~7ith his case. Cor- 
ruption, graft and theft have marked the trail 
of his efforts to get out of Matteawan. His es- 
cape is the subject of another bribery investiga- 
tion. 
Thaw has not been an ordinary insane person 
held in custody for the public safety. He has been 
rather an exhibit of a caged millionaire around 
whom personal ambitions and revenges had full 
play and the legal and official buzzards of graft 
continually circled.

Mr. Elliott's further statement that while Amer- 
ican railroads carry a ton of average freight 100 
miles for 75 cents, German roads charge $1.45 for 
a like service, is disingenuous and misleading. He 
does not explain that under state operation in 
Germany all heavy, bulky, non-perishable freight 
wherever possible, is shipped, at one-sixth rail 
cost, on river and canal routes built or improved 
and controlled by Government, leaving only the 
lighter, less bulky, perishable commodities to be 
carried over the rails. The German rail rate, for 
high class commodities, is necessarily higher per 
ton per mile than the American rail rate for all 
classes of commodities; but the average of Ger- 
man rail and water rates, for all classes of com- 
modities, is much less than the all-commodity rate 
here where the privately-owned railroads, employ- 
ing destructive competition to destroy river and 
canal competition, carry virtually all the freight. 

Nor does Mr. Elliott venture a comparison of 
German railroad capitalization as a whole with 
American railroad capitalization, because any 
such comparison is deadly for the private owners 
of the American roads. The German state-owned 
railroads show a constantly increasing valuation, 
with a constantly decreasing stock and bond in- 
debtedness and decreasing yearly fixed charges 
as opposed, on this side of the water, 
to a constantly increasing stock and bond in- 
debtedness and an equally constant increase in 
fixed charges. In a word, while the state-owned 
German roads are extending their lines and ad- 
ding to their equipment and at the same time pay- 
ing off their debt and so reducing the charge up- 
on commerce, the privately owned American 
roads are ever enlarging their debts and their 
fixed charges on commerce, While German roads 
are steadily reducing rates, the American roads 
are as steadily begging leave to increase rates. 

As Charles Edward Russell puts it, “While the 
American railroads absolutely must have in- 


charges that result from increasing capitalization, 
the German railroads in a comparatively few 
years will have no interest charges and in that 
day transportation will be furnished in Germany 
at its sheer cost.” 

It is evident the great transportation lesson of 
our time—the remarkable success of state-owner- 
ship and operation of railroads in Germany, Italy, 
Hungary, Belgium, Switzerland, Australia, New 
Zealand, Japan and South Africa—has not been 
learned by Mr. Elliott. He holds out no hope of 
departure from the vicious system which has 
headed American railroads, taker as a whole, to- 
ward bankruptcy; which has managed them to 
enrich individuals and not to serve national 
needs, and which has left them, physically, far 
below the standards of safety, comfort and effi- 
ciency set by the older state-owned systems of 
other lands. They have given us too much plush 
and too little rock ballast; they have spent on 
bureaus of lawyer-lobbyists too many millions 
that should have paid for double tracks; they 
have with eyes wide open created that state of 
the public mind which is irresistibly sweeping 
their properties toward public ownership. I fear 
my New lngland friends will have to continue to 
eat their peck of dirt every time they ride by 
rail between New York and Boston, because the 
new president, engrossed with the political and 
financial phases of his job, utters no word about 
his purpose to oll the roadbed of that main-trav- 
eled route. | 

On June 12, 1913, the New York World editor- 
fally remarked: 

“The sole trouble with the New Haven Rall 
road is that it is no longer a railroad. It is only 
incidentally and casually a railroad—a headquar- 
ters for the outside operations and manipulations 
of its responsible managers, who are playing fast 
and loose with the property of its stockholders 
and the lives of its patrons. That is why it is 
piling corpse upon corpse. That is why it is 
drenching its right of way with blood.” 

It was hoped the New Haven’s new president 
would initiate his management of the New Haven

William Grayson, Former Head of the Louisville Amer- 
ican Association Team, Is Accused of Violating Na- 
tional Commission Rules in Deals With Chicago. 
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By W. J. O' Connor.

ILLIAM GRAYSON JR. of St. Louis, former owner of the Louis- 
ville (American Association) Club, stated Tuesday that he 
intended to sue in the Civil Courts, 


Charles Webb Murphy. 


owner of the Chicago Cubs, for $2000, the amount of Grayson's claim, dis- 
allowed Monday by the National Commission, the supreme court of base- 


ball. 

Grayson says his suit will be based 
on Murphy's unfulfilled promise to pay 
$2000 to him (Grayson) if Pitcher Larry 
Cheney, sent to the Cubs by Louisville 
in 1912, made good. Cheney did make 
good and is still the most dependable 
man on the Cub staff. 

The National Commission, in its find- 


ing, declared Murphy and Grayson had 


violated the laws of organized baseball 
and as punishment the commission as- 
sessed a fine of $800 against Murphy, 
while Grayson was debarred from con- 
necting with a national agreement club 
or League until he ‘has been pronounced 
in good standing by the commission. 
_ Will Show Up Baseball. 

The decision amused Grayson Tues- 
day. I won't lose one wink of sleep 
by being debarred from organized base- 
ball, but I propose to cause some of 
the people now in organized baseball a 
lot of trouble,“ he told the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

“This Gecision,” he continued, “is a 
huge joke. Under the strict interpreta- 
tion ok baseball law, Murphy was de- 
serving of a fine of $1000. They can 
banish me if they choose because I 
have washed my hands of organized 
baseball long ago.“ . 

Asked to explain the commission's 
decision in detail, Grayson said: 

‘When Murphy sought Cheney's ser- 
vices I put* a certain price on the 
pitcher. I further stipulated that in 
the event Cheney made good I was to 
get $2000 from Murphy. To make good. 
Cheney had to remain on the Chicago 
club after May 1. 1012. Well, when thai 
date rolled around and Cheney had 
made good, Murphy refused to pay me 
$2000, although I have his note for that 
amount. 

_“I appealed to the commission an!

“I have been advised by Judge Henry 
S. Priest to sue Murphy in the ‘civil 
courts. I don’t give a, damson plum 
what the National Commission thinks 
about it. I think the money is coming 
to me and I propose to get it.” 

Murphy Owned No Stock. 

Grayson denied that Murphy’s state- 
ment that he owned stock in the Louis- 
ville club was true. At times Murphy 
held some stock as collateral for cash 
loans, Grayson said. 

Grayson further stated that Murphy 
had been guilty of many violations of 
the baseball laws. 

“He continually was farming players 
to my club and he’s liable to a $1000 
fine for each player sent out under such 
an agreement. continued Grayson. The 
method he employed was an exchange 
of personal checks. For instance: Mur- 
phy would send me a player ostensibly 
for a cash consijeration of $750. He 
would file an agreement with the Na- 
tional Commission to that effect. I 
would send my check for $750 to the 
commission, who would forward it to 
Murphy. Upon receipt of my check Mur- 
phy would send me his personal check 
for $750, which neutralized the sale and 
gave me the player for nothing. That's 
what they call “farming” and it’s 
strictly against the rules of organized 
baseball, but Murphy did it right along. 

“He still retained these players and 
they reverted back to him whenever he 
wanted them, although announcement 
would be. made that the players had 
been purchased. 

“I think my claim against Murphy win 
be allowed by the civil courts, where I 
hope to air a lot of ‘inside’ baseball 

In commenting on the case the National 
Commission's report in part says: 

Both parties submitted copies of corre- 
spondence between them, that proves that 
both have been guilty of farming and 
have repeatedly and deliberately deceived 
the commission by the practice of re- 
leasing players under approved agree- 
ments and offsetting the stipulated con- 
sideration by exchanging checks, and have 
also, through collusion, disregarded or 
evaded ite rules and regulations. For 
these reasons the commission declines to 
consider the claims and coenter claims 
of these parties. 

The commission can not condone of- 
fenses, however, and a fine of $500 is 
imposed upon the Chicago National 
League Club. 

As Mr. Grayson is not amendable to 
baseball law. he is hereby debarred fram 
connection with a national agreement 
club or league until he has been pro-
